ASCOT AGREEMENT 
REACHED: RACING 


STARTS FRIDAY, 
APRIL 26!!! 


Motorcycle racing will resume Friday 
night, April 26 at Ascot Park in Gardena 
following announcement of a settlement 
between promoter J, C, Agajanian, 
Motorcycle Racers, Inc, and the Ameri- 
can Motorcycle Association, 

Post time for the first event on the 
18-race menu is 8:15 p.m, All the top- 
flight Novices, Amateurs and Experts 
will compete. 

After originally being offered a flat 
$1500 guaranteed purse, riders boycot- 
ted the April 5 race, demanding more 
money. Agreement was quickly reached 
between the MRI and the promoter, with 
the purse to be $1500 against 40% of the 
gate. The promoter would take over 
money formerly paid to the AMA for 
insurance and in turn provide insurance 
as good or better than that furnished by 
the AMA, 

Last week a meeting of the Executive 
Committee of the AMA was held in 
Washington, D.C. to decide whether or 
not they would approve the agreement. 
They didn’t. A three-page directive was 
issued stating, among other things, that 
all AMA races must be covered by their 
package AMRMBA insurance deal, 

Another meeting took place Monday 
night, April 23 between Promoter Aga- 
janian, representatives of the MRI (C.R. 
Axtell, Bill Heins, Albert Gunter, Myron 
Mills and Jerry Crivello), and repre- 
sentatives of the AMA (President Bill 
Bagnall, Vice President Frank Heacox 
and District 37 Referee Chub Kellam), 
Once againagreement was quickly reach- 
ed between the MRI and the promoter, 
NOW, since AMA insurance must be used, 
although Aggie's proferred coverage was 
better-including total benefits of $7600 
over the AMA's coverage-it was decided 
that the purse would be $1800 against 
40% of the gate, $300 of which would be 
allotted specifically for advertisement 
of motorcycle racing at Ascot Park, 

On Tuesday morning, April 23, a phone 
call was placed by Referee Kellam to 
AMA Executive Director Bill Berry re- 
garding the new proposal, The answer — 
NO. Kellam was told that only a flat 
purse, star system structure would be 
acceptable. (Under present AMA ruling, 
10% of all prize money must go to the 
AMA’s AMRMBA insurance fund.) 

Yet ANOTHER meeting was held later 
that morning between representatives of 
Motorcycle Racers, Inc, and J.C, Aga- 
janian. Working within the framework 
set up by the AMA, it was necessary to 
reach another amicable agreement, in 
time to inform the MRI general member- 
ship and the public, if races'were to start 
Friday, April 26 as previously planned, 

Again, agreement was reached, The 
season will definitely begin as scheduled, 
the riders will definitely ride, the AMA 
will definitely sanction, and the events 
will conform to standards set by the 
sanctioning body. However, the purse, 
instead of a flat $1500 earlier arrivedat 
by the AMA, will now be a flat $2,100 — 
$600 a week more than the original 
guarantee, and $1500 a week more than 
last year's $600 guarantee, 

So, despite missing three weeks of 
races, riders and tuners alike can look 
forward to a far more lucrative season, 
thanks primarily to the hard-working 
efforts of Motorcycle Racers, Inc. And 
fans can once more thrill to the roars of 
the mighty motorcycles at Ascot Park, 
183rd and Vermont, every Friday night,

MORE LEGISLATIVE FUEL 


“Dear Legislator: 

“Mrs. Ehrhardt and I approach you in 
hopes that you will give strong consider- 
ation before acting on Assembly Bills 
56, 289 and 366, recognizing that there 
are thousands of California motorcy- 
clists, who as we, oppose this legislation. 

«Motorcycling is our only hobby and 
sport, I am a charter member (*37) of 
the Lodi Motorcycle Club (incorporated 
with highway safety as our aim), a life 
member of the American Motorcycle 
Association and a former Dist. 36 Re- 
feree of the same, Retiring from the 
California Highway Patrol as of July 1, 
1967 after 23-1/2 years, I served as the 
first Officer of that enforcement agency 
to work as a ‘‘roving ambassador’’ from 
‘48 through ‘56 with motorcycle and hot 
rod clubs to improve their highway hab- 
its. Using both auto and motorcycle I 
attended their meetings and events pre- 
senting safety lectures, movies and ap- 
plying enforcement, the latter at sports 
events. This approach soon became so 
popular that within six months a second 
officer was added followed by a third 
within 2 years and finally one for each of 
the six zones doing ‘‘public relations’’ 
assignment, With the aforementioned 
experience and knowledge I firmly be- 
lieve we need more firm and fair en- 
forcement of existing laws rather than 
more legislation such as CVC 22502 
(cub parking) and the aforementioned, I 
found this belief true as I spent the next 
11 years as School Bus Officer for San 
Joaquin County where enforcement of 
safety regulations really pays off. 

“We wear our crash helmets when 
deemed necessary but we resent being 
told to adorn just to go up town for the 
mail. We are not a different group of 
roadway users, many, as I, are affiliated 
with such as the largest fraternal organi- 
zations of the world, I am a past presi- 
dent of the Lodi District Safety Council 
and current secretary of the same, a 
member of the Board of Directors and 
Executive Staff of the San Joaquin County 
Safety Council, the current Chairman of 
the Highway and Transportation Commit- 
tee of the Lodi District Chamber of 
Commerce and since retirement, Super- 
visor of Transportation of Lodi Unified 
School District where I direct the opera- 
tion of 70 vehicles including 40 school 
busses, At age 55 I have never received 
a traffic citation (excluding parking me- 
tors) and now my ability to judge my own 
safety is questioned. I believe I serve my 
community and our society wellasan up- 
right citizen, Please do not legislate 
against me because I and my family ride 
motorcycles. Give all roadway users the 
same laws, and think of the other motor- 
cyclists, as well qualified as I to judge 
our welfare, so we will not be penalized 
by laws that perhaps are needed for only 
a few.

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LET'S STICK TOGETHER 


Because our daughter and grand- 
daughter were there to watch ‘‘Daddy’’ 
perform, we endured the ‘‘Enduro’’ spon- 
sored by the Shamrock M,C, in the Red 
Rock Canyon area on Sunday, April 7th. 
We were very favorably impressed by 
the contestants and the spectators. It was 
a family affair, and everybody camped 
out in what is generally called primitive 
camps: no water, no cooking places, no 
trash or garbage cans, and only two 
portable **Johns" for possiblt 500 
people. They all seemed to be wonderful 
people, a few dirty fingernails maybe, 
but fine, friendly persons. 

But, probably because everybody was 
doing it, the bike riders in and around 
camp took short cuts continuously, and 
left the path or road whenever they met 
another bike or a car or truck, Believe 
me, the shrubs, bushes and wildflowers 
took a beating. Some one remarked that 
an outing like that could set back the 
vegetation five years, A few more of 
them and the campsite could end up in 
sand dunes. If the bike clubs do not 
discipline themselves, there soon willbe 
legislation to forbid such bike riding. 

The other thing we did not like was 
the littering. It must be admitted that 
the place was badly littered before the 
Enduro contestants arrived, and a lit- 
tered place invites littering. Nearly 
everyone there added to the litter, al- 
though most of the combustibles were 
burned. It is a fact that the last ones 
there often get the blame for all of the 
litter, 

Here are my suggestions: 

1. The clubs should encourage all bike 
riders to refrain from damaging the 
vegetation, and to ride only on esta- 
blished trails and roads. Short cuts 
should be frowned upon. 

2. Every camper, trailer, truck or auto 
should take an extra box or carton to 
camp, especially to primitive camps, 
and take away all of their own non burn- 
able rubbish, and maybe a little more, if 
there are no trash cans at the camp, or 
instead of burning up the carton the food 
was packed in, fillit with your own and 
other rubbish and carry it to the first 
litter can, or take it home if necessary. 

I would hate to see such fine and en- 
thusiastic groups lose any more places 
in which to hold their trials, but lose 
them they will unless they change their 
ways.

Our office has received your letter in 
which you indicate your strong opposition 
to Assembly Bill 289, Assemblyman

Our federal Congress and 
state Legislatures have been able toim- 
pose certain mandates for the use of 
safety equipment such as safety belts in 
automobiles, safety goggles in machine 
shops and safety gear in welding shops. 
On the other hand, as you so accurately 
put it, while riding a motor bike or 
motorcycle for pleasure, it would seem 
to be an infringement on one’s personal 
rights as to whether he or she should 
wear goggles or a helmet. This appears 
to be a trend these days, that government 
knows best, and I am quite sure they will 
be telling you what to wear in the bathtub 
if it goes much further. 

Please be assured that Assemblyman 
Burke will consider your views before 
making any decision concerning this bill,

When legislators ask us what motor- 
cycle owners want, and they frequently 
do, we must know and be able to provide 
accurate information as to the feasibility 
of your desires and how they may best 
be accomplished, It has been our experi- 
ence that the legislator, in California at 
least, is not at war with the motorcycle, 
he is simply in need of much information 
about the motorcycle and its role in the 
overall picture. It is our job to provide 
this information. 

To do this job we must have your 
cooperation. We need your ideas and 
opinions, We also need your money. The 
cost of a voice in your governmentis not 
small. But the returns are many times 
worth the investment, And spreadamong 
all those involved, the investmentis very 
slight for the individual motorcycle en- 
thusiast. 

The immediate emergency is the battle 
to prevent the mandatory use of helmets 
at all times from becoming law. We won 
this battle last year. We have made good 
progress so far this year. But, even 
when we have won this fight it is only 
the beginning. At each session there will 
be new legislation to fightand legislation 
to support. The United Motorcycle En- 
thusiasts of California is providing this 
voice. We want it to be the voice of all 
motorcycle riders in the State. We invite 
you to join us, We invited your club or 
your business to join us, We invite you, 
even if you don't ride but just love the 
freedom of motorcycles, to join us. Let 
us be United and give the Motorcycle 
the status it deserves...the status we 
can never have without unity,

I would predict that no legislation will 
be passed requiring that helmets be 
worn, My position is that I probably will 
not vote for any bill with sucha require- 
ment, Before taking a final position on 
any bill, | must see its fina] amended 
form and hear the testimony and debate, 

I will keep your views in mind should 
this matter ultimately be brought to a 
vote,

WE'RE NOT AGAINST HELMETS 
WE'RE JUST AGAINST COMPULSION 


Whenever the state tried to 
“do good” by taking away the in- 
dividual’s liberty some strange 
side effects occur. 


Tale the case of mandatory helmet 
legislation, A lot of cyclists wear hel- 
mets all of the time, Most cyclists wear 
helmets part of the time, When the state 
tried to say that all of us had to wear 
them all of the time we all said "no: 
Even the helmet manufacturers said 
tino; 

The more that we tried to convince the 
authors and backers of the bill that put- 
ting a helmet on the head of every cyclist 
for every ride around the block wasn’t 
the answer to all the nation’s safety prob- 
lems, the more it sounded like we hated 
helmets, This isn’t and never was the 
case, We just hate to be told what to do, 


Among the side effects have been the 
confusion of the whole helmet picture and 
the tendency of everyone to choose up 
sides, pro-helmet or anti-helmet, Thus 
the legislation in other states and the at- 
tempted legislation here has probably re- 
sulted in a lot of people not wearing hel- 
mets who would have worn them without 
the interference from the establishment, 

Before legislation the cyclist usually 
considered a good helmet to be an im- 
portant accessory, He would put time and 
money into choosing a quality product he 
liked.,znot necessarily to wear every 
time he started the machine but when- 
ever he felt it would be of benefit, He 
would accordingly take care of the helmet 
like the valuable item it was, Helmet 
mantfacturers built products to a high’ 
standard because it made sense that way 
when it-was a matter of choice. 

But with mandatory legislation the pic- 
ture changed, Forced by law to buy and 
wear a helmet, many cyclists (who might 
have purchased a to-quality product on 
their own) resentfully purchased the 
minimum product acceptable by law, And 
of course there quickly came to be hel- 
mets manufactured to fit that minimal — 
price market, 

The first comment made by many 
people was that the helmet manufacturers 
were pushing the legislation. This was 
never true, The top-of-the-line products 
gained nothing but confusion from the 
whole legislative hassle, When we de- 
cided that the California legislators 
might do well to see just what it was 
they were making laws about, Bell Top- 
tex loaned ts the helmets for demonstra- 
tion.,,the helmets which so dramatically 
resulted in the removal of the mandatory 
provision from the bill. 

We all hope, now that the sour odor of 
force is removed from the scene that 
the helmet may again regain its rightful 
place of a valuable piece of equipment, 
worth the time and money for a quality 
product and the care to maintain it pro- 
perly,..to be worn at the discretion of the 
rider who is still free to use discretion,

Over 150 flattrack specialists from all 
parts of California showed up in San 
Jose on Sunday, April 21, to partake of 
the spirited happenings on the Fair- 
grounds half-mile dirt track, 

Promoted by Bob Barkhimer, the race 
meet was originally slated as a $900 flat 
purse event, with $500 guaranteed to the 
Expert Main Event winner, Last-minute 
negotiations between the promoter and 
the riders resulted in a 40% of the gate 
purse being paid, which totaled $2107, In 
addition, local dealers chipped in another 
$170 to be divided between winners of the 
Novice and Amateur Mains — $120 for the 
Novice class, $70 for the Amateur. 


Spills and Chills 


Innumerable spills marred the day's 
dusty events but no serious injuries re- 
sulted. The combination of first-race-of- 
the-season eagerness and a hard, slick, 
narrow groove track produced most of 
the mishaps. 

First to hit the dirt was new National 
Number 77, Jimmy Odom, During prac- 





tice, Jim’s Triumph jumped the fence 
coming onto. the front straightaway, tak- 
ing out 20 feet of railing and badly dam- 
aging the machine. Although uninjured 
himself, Odom retired for the day after 
quick repairs to his bike couldn’t undo 
the tweaking it had received, 

The races got underway with the first 
of eight Novice heats producing the day’s 
most spectacular spill. On the first lap 
Jerry Clark (175 Bridgestone) was run- 
ning second into turn two when a needle 
cage let go, and the engine quit in a big 
broadslide. Jerry hadn't come to a stop 
when Ian MacLachlan crashed head-on 
into the Bridgestone. Ian and bike sailed 
through the air and hit a third rider. 
McLachlan’s machine was a total wash- 
out, engine and all, but the riders were 
able to walk away. 

The twelve-man Novice Main was 
made up of winners from each of the 
eight heats, plus the second place man of 
the fastest four heats, Stockton's Eldon 
Hinkle, Suzuki mounted, took the quick- 
est heat, won the Trophy Dash, and then 
made it a clean sweep by winning the 
Main Event and a total of about $200.

and take second. He then won the yellow- 
plate Trophy Dash and followed up with 
a come-from-behind victory in the 10- 
lap Main Event ahead of Royal Enfield 
mounted Bob Self, 


Experts Galore 


Three twelve-man Expert heat races 
sorted out the starting lineup for the 
scheduled 15-lap Main Event. The first 
four men from each heat transferred to 
the big one. Winners of the 6-lap pre- 
liminary events were Mert Lawwill 
(H-D), Jim Nicholson (Triumph) and Dan 
Haaby (H-D), leaving 24 disappointed 
Experts,. including many National Num- 
bers, sitting in the pits at Main Event 
time.

At the start of the Main, Haaby and 
Nicholson were first into the turn, Haaby 
on the outside, Nicholson on the pole, 
ahead of Mulder and Lawwill.

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Each year the American Motorcycle 
Association selects ten top clubs from 
the hundreds throughout the country, 
Scrapbooks of the various clubs’ activi- 
ties are submitted to the AMA and judged 
on variety of events, safety activities, 
variety of news releases, charity events 
sponsored or co-sponsored, and the 
general character of the club and its 
members, 

This year the Ace of Clubs M.C. of El 
Monte, Calif. was chosen as one of the 
elite “Top Ten,” and member Bob 
Suprenard traveled to Daytona Beach, 
Florida to receive a special placque 
given in recognition of the group’s ef- 
forts. 

The Ace of Clubs have been a familiar 
sight at numerous events all over Cali- 
fornia, highlighting parades, profession- 
al events, charity runs and other such 
meets with their breath-taking precision 
Drill Team maneuvers — all gratis 
performances. 

Each of the 25 Ace of Clubs members 
ride Hi-Fi blue Harley-Davidson full- 
dress 74's complete with saddlebags, 
numerous taillights, radio boxes, anten- 
nas, and buddy seats for girl members, 
Their uniforms and helmets are brown 
and beige; they wear highly-polished 
black paratrooper boots with white shoe- 
laces. 

The Drill Team itself is usually com- 
prised of eight members and a Drill 
Captain, but as many as 13 have taken 
part in their precision routines, which 
they practice every Monday night for an 
hour and a half.

REQUIREMENTS!

On Wednesday, April 19, mandatory 
helmet and eye protection requirements 
were amended out of AB 289 by the 
Assembly Ways and Means Committee, 
This move, coupled with the defeat of the 
footwear bill and the removal of helmet 
provisions from SB 111, leaves only 
minor negotiations before a major vic- 
tory for California cyclists, 

AB 289, held over from two weeks 
earlier, was a doomed bill when it went 
into the hearing. At the prior session a 
demonstration by the UME of the items 
they were legislating (courtesy of Bell 
Helmets) and a presentation of our ob- 
jections to mandatory use by the Hell’s 
Angels had the committee ready for a 
“no” vote. Still, Chairman Crown, bend- 
ing backwards to give the author, As- 


. semblyman Foran the best possible 


chance, held the bill for two weeks. 

Knowing he no longer had the votes for 
passage, Foran waited till the last min- 
ute before bringing up his bill, The UME, 
represented by Barbara Dahms; the 
Hels Angels, represented by Sonny 
Barger, president; and **Zorro'' Mitten, 
treasurer, Oakland; Bob Roberts, presi- 
dent, S.F.; and Tommy Henderson, trea- 
surer, Daly City; were on handin case of 
some unexpected maneuver, Several Sa- 
cramento cyclists, whose names we 
would like to have, also were present to 
testify if needed. 

Chairman Crown began by stating he 
was not reopening testimony which had

been given extensively at the previous 
hearing. However, he allowed Foran one 
rebuttal witness, Dr. Snively (again) 
who testified that it wouldn’t be so badif 
cyclists simply killed themselves but 
unfortunately they sometimes didn’t die 
and became a burden on everyone else, 
thus making the law necessary. 

We had previously conferred with 
Assemblyman Leon Ralph of L.A., and 
asked him to rescue the licensing portion 
of the bill. Assemblyman Foran had 
«reluctantly’”’ agreed to such an arrange- 
ment. After a bit of discussion among 
committee members, Assemblyman John 
Burton of San Francisco moved an 
amendment to remove helmet require- 
ments, which passed, 

Chairman Crown started to call for a 
vote on the bill anda cry was raised over 
eye protection. Assemblyman Ralph put 
in that amendment which took Foran 
completely by surprise. He protested 
that this part was necessary to obtain 
federal money. A general uproar followed 
as each side tried to get the floor, Bar- 
ger won by simply going to the lectern 
and repeating previous testimony that, 
“The CHP report had stated eye protec- 
tion could be more dangerous in an ac- 
cident,” even as Crown was insisting, 
«Were not going into that again, we 
covered it thoroughly last time.’’ The 
CHP had the last word when Inspector 
Jacobs, called to comment, verified 
Barger's statement and added ** We have 
no position on mandatory apparel," AB 
289 was sent to the Assembly, a pure 
licensing bill.

ARTICLE |; ROAD RALLIES 
AND TOURS 


A, DEFINITIONS 
Sec. 1. 

A road rally or road tour is a meeting 
of motorcycles and riders at a pre- 
selected location where there is no speci- 
fied course with check points and no 
penalty is assessed for other than a 
deadline is specified. 

Sec. 2. 

Endurance, reliability, road and other 
special runs having a timed course, 
check points, etc, and field meets shall 
be conducted under the applicable rules 
of the AMA, except Poker Runs which be 
covered by these Supplemental Rules. 
Sec. 3. 

Events combining a road rally andrun 
activities shall be conducted under the 
applicable rules of the AMA and these 
RRC Rules, 


B, GENERAL RULES 
Sec. 1. 

No club or group of clubs may use a 
specific area developed by another club 
unless permission is obtained from the 
club that developed such property. In 
case of a dispute, duration of the priority 
shall be determined by the Executive 
Board. (Ref. AMA Rules, Art. XXI, Sec. 
4) 

Sec. 2, 

Every club and rider participating in 
RRC activities shall be presumed to be 
acquainted with and shall summit to and 
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be bound by, these and any additional 
rules, which may be issued by the Exe- 
cutive Board and approved by the body. 
(By-Laws VIII, A) 

Sec. 3. 

Any communication regarding these 
rules or regarding motorcycle competi- 
tion as affected by the rules shall be 
made to the Rules Committee. This com- 
mittee will revise the rules at least 
once a year, 

Sec. 4. 

In the event of any question arising as 
to the interpretation of these rules, the 
decision of the Rules Committee shall 
be final, 

Sec. 5. 

Any proposed change in the RRC judg- 
ing rules shall first be made in writing 
to the Executive Board, who shall make 
a recommendation to the body, on the 
proposed change (RRC By-Laws VIII, A) 
Sec. 6. 

A. The RRC Referee may delegate 
from time to time to all or any of his 
powers to a sub-committee or an indi- 
vidual of his choosing. 

B. Any club Referee may at any time 
ask the RRC Referee for assistance. 
Sec. 7. 

At the request of any participant of the 
event, the promoter shall be obliged to 
exhibit, either before or during the event, 
the official AMA Sanction, 

Sec. 8. 

Under penalty of disqualification ofall 
concerned, no motorcycle shall be used 
by more than one contestant in any 
specified day’s program, 

Sec. 9, 

No rider under 21 years of age may 
enter any road rally or tour or special 
run without the written consent of parents 
or legal guardian, 

Sec. 10. 

Women are encouraged to ride and 
compete in all rally activities, Special 
classes may be scheduled by the pro- 
moting club, but is not mandatory. 

Sec, 11. 

No rider shall at anytime ride in such 
& manner as to endanger life or limb of 
other riders, public or officials, and in 
violation of this rule shall be subject to 
immediate disqualification and suspen- 
sion and ejection by the Club Referee, 
Sec. 12. 

When posted, no deadline shall be ex- 
tended for any reason, 

Sec. 13. 

No automobile entries shall be accept- 
ed, no passengers thereof eligible for 
competition or participation unless spon- 
soring clubs have special class for car 
entries, Pick up crews of any motorcycle 
club shall be entered at the discretionof 
the promoting club. 

Sec. 14. 

Under penalty of disqualification, any 
motorcycle entered in a rally or tour 
must be ridden the entire distance from 
the operator's residence to the finish. 


Sec. 15. 

Any motorcycle suffering mechanical 
breakdown between the start and finish 
may be towed or trucked to the finish 
without disqualification of the operator or 
passenger. However, the motorcycle 
shall be disqualified for any contest, 
(With the exceptions of Poker Hands, 
Art. VI — A Sec, 2) 

Sec. 16, 

Long distance riders shall be eligible 
for awards on the total airline distance 
as computed by map measurements from 
the operator's residence to the startand 
finish. If applicable, the post mark of the 
mail-in entry shall determine the opera- 
tor's residence. For Clubs, it will be a 
club having six or more members on a 
rally or tour, from the Charter's ad- 
dress. 

Sec. 17. 

A system of judging and scoring ac- 

cepted by the RRC shall be used by all 
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promoting clubs for their rally. These 
cards shall be retained by the club for a 
period of one year. When a protest is 
lodged with RRC, the judging card must 
be available to RRC, who will return 
them when a decision is rendered, 

Sec. 18. 

The judging cards will be filled out at 
the finish 15 minutes before the competi- 
tion starts, given to the Club Referee, 
who will inspect each for complete and 
accurate entries, 

Sec. 19. 


All results of each contest shall be 
posted, in writing, 15 minutes prior to 
any presentation of awards, 

Sec. 20. 

Any contestant shall have the privilege 
of inspecting and comparing his score 
card with other score cards of any given 
contest, prior to the awarding of the 
awards, After the awards are presented 
he will have to file a protest in order to 
see the cards. 


C., CLASSIFICATIONOF CONTESTANTS 
Sec. 1. 

Road Rally or Tour contestants shall 
be classified as: 

A, Solo Riders: The operator of the 
motorcycle. 

1. Male 

B. Couples: A combination of male and 
female. 

C. Passengers: Male or female rider, 
not operator of the motorcycle 

D. Family: Any combination of 3 or 
more blood or legal relation, 

E, All people will be judged in the 
clothes they rode in, on one day runs. 
Sec. 2. 

Three or more contestants shall make 
a class. If less, these contestants will 
merge with the next least affectedclass, 


D, CLASSIFICATION OF MOTORCYCLE 
Sec. 1. 

All motorcycles entering dress com- 
petition shall be classified as; 

A, STOCK: The basic motorcycle 
available from the factory and any fac- 
tory catalog accessories, plus three non- 
factory catalog accessories, plus wind- 
shield, saddlebags, and turn signals, 

B. Modified STOCK; As defined for 
stock, but having four or more non- 
factory catalog accessories added, 

C. SEMI-CUSTOM: As defined for 
Stock and modified stock plus non- 
factory paint. 

D. CUSTOM: Any modification of fac- 
tory metal. 

E, Cleaning of motorcycles will be 
permitted at the discretion of the pro- 
moting club.

Each class or style shall be further 
subdivided into classes or style accord- 
ing to piston displacement, or visa- 
versa.

capture first and R, Moore onat Triumph 
and T, Turner, also- Triumph mounted, 
came in second and third. 

The first moto of the 250cc Novice 
class had to be restarted twice because 
of pile-ups, 15-year-old Tim Leque got 
back in the win column by taking two of 
the three motos which was good enough 
to give him the overall win on his Bul- 
taco. W. Clark and B, Frauenberger on 
Kawasakis finished 2nd and 3rd,

All the contestants walked away 
from the pile-up but some of the bikes 
will have to undergo extensive repairs, 
Al Finan, riding Earl Roloff's finely- 
tuned Triumph, won the first two motos 
of the Open Expert class, when his usual 
top adversaries ran into hard times.

MEET THE 
RACER 





PROFILE: MERT LAWWILL

At 27, Mert Lawwill is in his prime, 
He comes across the room at you atfive 
feet six and a sinewy 140 pounds, smil- 
ing, When not racing, he’s always smil- 
ing, or ready to smile, But he has his 
dark and brooding moods too, He talks 
easily, softly and clearly, with a flair 
for wit. He is still a bachelor with no 
immèdiate plans for changing. that, but 
one could hardly call him cold or stand- 
offish. 

Born in Idaho in 1940, Mert was third 
from last among five sisters and an 
older brother, His father is a painting 
contractor, and the Lawwills still live in 
Boise, Mert remembers his early years 
gladly. He graduated from high school 
in 1959, and although usually at the back 
of the pack in English, he often led the 
class in math, His favorite sport was 
football, but with his size he soon looked 
around for something else, He still re- 
calls wanting to borrow his brother’s 
scooter, so that he could ride by himself 
down to sixth grade, and he still recalls 
his brother’s refusal, When he was a 
junior, he got a hold of a BSA Gold Star, 
and this became his first real “ride,” 
In fact, he took that Beezer with him to 
California when he decided to *«move to 
Ascot,” 

Mert’s first race was in Boise, a TT 
in 1957, After two of these scrambles, he 
decided to become a racer, When Gene 
Thiessen, then National Number 4, came 
to town for the Northwest TT, Mert 
watched him closely. *«Gene kinda be- 
came my hero," Mert himself entered 
the Northwest in 1959 and took 9th as a 
Class C Novice, He rode all the races he 
could get to in the Northwest that year, 


The Move to L.A. 


At the close of 1961, he gathered him- 
self, his Gold Star, and his cameras 
together — for he had picked up hoto- 
graphy in school and was then earning 
his bread with it — and headed for Los 
Angeles. He has never forgotten his first 
night at Ascot. **I got a good start in the 
Amateur heat, and led around the first 
turn and down the back straight. I was 
sure I was riding as fast as a human 
being could ride — when they passed me 
on both sides going into turn two!" That 
was in April, By July, he had learned 
some of the lessons a racer must learn, 
and he made it into the Expert Trophy 
Dash, He led the 1962 National TT, also 
as an Amateur, but a leaking gas line 
drained away his chances in that one, 

“My first year as an Expert, 1963, 
was my hardest and my worst. The Ex- 
perts snowed me under,’ Yet Dudley 
Perkins, Sr, had seen enough of this 
young fellow's potentialities to pick him 
up and sponsor him, Nowin his sixth year 
of association with Lawwill, Dud has 
probably never regretted the confidence 
he showed in that little known first year 
Expert, Of Perkins, Mert is emphatic; 
“He has given me lots of liberty, both 
riding and working on the Harleys, and 
he stuck by me when things were not 
going well at all,” 

**My first really big race was the 
Sacramento 20-miler in 1968," If you 
look up the finishing position of #84R, 
you may not see why, But the lessons 
and the thrills in racing seldome coin- 
cide with the more obvious successes, in 
1964, Lawwill was given National Number 
18, and he’s had it ever since in his 
steady uphill climb, ‘‘The mile is still 





my favorite, and Springfield my favorite 8 
track — probably only because I’ve done 


well there, As far as the bikes go, I don't S 


really have favorites, except that I get a 
helluva kick out of beating the boys with 
my Sportster, I have the TT machine, 
two half-milers and a short tracker, and © 
Milwaukee keeps developing and main- =~ 
taining a road racer for me, Pye got the «> 
spares and a good boss, and I've got Jim S 


Belland to do my frames for me. Can't à» 


ask for more! Basically, Pve always = 
done my own mechanical work, more of 

it in fact than any of the other racers I ^ 
can think of, other than Bugsy Mann and 

Al Gunter.’’ Mert is often mentioned by = 
Bay Area tuners such as Rick Schelland ty 
Doug Schwerma as one of the best.

Among the other contenders on the 
AMA cireuit, Lawwill has no favorites, 
but he does have rivals he keeps refer- 
ring to, “I am impressed with Tanner, 
He was winning at Ascot when I got 
there, and he’s winning now, Anyone so 
good so long, who stays a half-dozen 
years on top of the pile, has as much of 
my respect as anyone has, Chris Draayer 
is out, which is a pity for us as well as 
for him, for Chris was going straight to 
the top, Mann is probably our best all- 
around rider, and Pll watch is Yankee- 
Ossa 460 with interest this year, as-will 
a lot of guys. Nixon's going to`be ornery 


again, and although Roeder has quit, Bart 
is back — and I'll have to keep an eye on 
Nix and Haaby too,’’ Of the outright road 
racers, he names Art Baumann as one to 
keep track of, and, of course, that 
“established stylist,’ Ron Grant, 

Obviously, Mert Lawwill is a confident 
but also a humble and reasonable fellow. 
He overtook Gary Nixon in the National 
points standings late in August last year, 
but at Sacramento he “blew,” and in 
practice at Carlsbad, Mert broke his 
shoulder. That break put him out of the 
season’s final road race, out of the 
Oklahoma City ‘‘do’’ as well, “I might 
have taken the Number One plate if I'd 
finished well in those two. As it was, I 
ended up number four, And it was main- 
ly consistency that got me that, Except 
perhaps for Castle Rock, I was hardly 
flashy last year. Well, I might have won 
it all." 


(Ed. Note: Mert's following statements 
were made prior to Daytona.) 

This year? Mert speaks of the current 
season in one way only; “I'm out for 
Number One.’’ This, then, is not only an 
ambition but a plan, a plan he is both 
conscious of and articulate about, “Pm 
out for Number One." Although free to 
climb aboard non-Milwaukee (that is, 
non-Aermacchi Sprint) lightweights, he 
has decided not to do so in 1968, Rather, 
he will concentrate on the points- «though 
I will go wherever there's a good pursel'' 
Besides, he says, ‘‘it’s a different story 
in AMA road racing today, Notin my own 
case so much perhaps, but most of the 
riders have improved greatly, Daytona 
should be nip and tuck between the dual- 
carbed Harleys and the Triumphs, for 
both of them are said to have picked up 
a handful of ponies, and the KR’s stream- 
lining is definitely improved, But Yama- 
ha wouldn’t have brought Read over for 
nothing, and I’ve heard last minute 
rumors on both sides, from riders and 
through Honda, that Honda is coming over 
with some fast ones, that they will pick 
up and sign whatever talent they can, on 
the spot in Florida, Whoever wins, it'll 
be fast, I look for speeds around 150 
on the oval,” 

The future is relatively open for Mert 
Lawwill, *I can't really see more than 
two or three years ahead of me on the 
bikes, I'd someday like to open upa little 
business of some kind, also go into moto- 
cross in a big way," But the subject 
that makes his eyes flash most, the 
Subject he keeps coming back to, is 
stock cars, It may notbe long before he's 
seen running around the stocker tracks 
as he is now seen running around the 
bike tracks, Wherever he does ride, 
look for him out front, 
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
